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HALLEY’S COMET 


HEREON SCHEDULE| 


Heidelberg Astronomer Sends 
Word He Has Sighted the 
Periodic Visitor Flying 
Through Space. 


COMES EVERY 74 YEARS. 


Will Not Be Visible to Naked 
Eye Until Next Spring; Can 
Be Seen Now Only from 
Observatories. 


Cambridge, Mass. Sept. 12.—([Special.]— 


Halley's comet, traditional since 250 years 
before the Christian era ae the forerunner 
of evil times for the lower classes, hae been 
sighted again after seventy-four yeare’ ab- 
sence from the immediate ken of astron- 
omers. 

A dispatch was received today at Harvard 
university observatory from Prof. Welff of 
Heidelberg, bearing the newe that he dis 
covered the comet yesterday—5,642 in right 
ascension, six hours, eighteen minutes, twelve 


cruising on 
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peconds; declination seventeen degrees, 
eleven minutes north. 

From Prot. Wolff's reported discovery 
American astronomers are inclined to beHeve 
that all the large observatories of the world 
presently will be able to locate the comet 
with their telescopes. Prof. Wolff says only 


the largest telescope at his command reé- 
vealed the comet. 


To Be Visible Next Spring. 

Astronomical authorities agree that even 
if the observatory telescopes reveal the 
comet distinctly, it will not be visible to the 
naked eye until next April or May. The lay- 
man who wishes to observe the phenomenon 
before that time will have to go to Yerkes or 
Lick observatory in America or to those of 
Heidelberg, Paris, Pulkowa, or Greenwich 
in Europe, Next spring, however, those whe 
get up at sunrise ought to be able to see it 
in all its glory. 

The discovery of the comet at this time 
records another beat of that celestial pendu- 
lum which swings once every seventy-four 


Falley’s comet was last seen in 1885, It 
was, perhaps, firet seen by any astronomer 
competent to record it 2,250 years ago, or 260 
years before the Christian era. That is the 
farthest date to which the patient labors of 
the astronomers have carried it back, and it 
was then seen arid noted by the Chinese aa- 
tronomers, who saw it again in the August 
of B. C. 87... 


Schedule Discovered in 1662. 
Halley’s comet is of interest as being the 
first .to perio mage as & Laybance: visitor to 
! studying the. great 
382, was struck by its Pesemblance 
in every respect to that of 1007, and also to 
the one in 1531. He came-to the conclusion 
that these were three visitations of the same 
comet. This belief was strengthened by a 


fact that from as early aa 1066 A. D. every 
seventy-five years or thereabout a great 
comet had been reported. This led Halley 
to predict that the comet would appear again 
early in the fall of 1758. 


N Halley Left Rule for Comet. 

But Halley did not live to see the fulfill- 
ment of hig prophecy. Im 1742 he died, leay- 
ing the rulésand formule by which the exact 
date of the comet’s return could be foretold 
and modestly requesting that if his predie- 
tion should come true the world would re- 
member that the oredit belonged te Dngland. 

As the time for the reappearance of the 
comet approached, great excitement was 
manifested throughout the scientific world, 
If it should arrive on schedule time it would 
clear up the mystery of these objects which 
always had been the terror of humanity at 
large and the puzzle of astronomers because 
of their seeming disregard of the laws gov- 
erning the movements of our family of 
planets, 


Planets Delayed Next Trip. 

In August of the appointed year all eyes 
were trained on the heavens, searching for 
the now famous comet, but the month passed 
without its discovery; then September and 
October, and still no comet. 

People began to believe that Halley hed 
been deceived and that the previous succes- 
sion of comiets had been but another evidence 
of the freakish behavior of these queer celes- 
tial bodies. 

Early in November Ciairaut, a young math- 
ematician, published an explanation of the 
trouble. He showed that the nonappearance 
was due to ho fault of thecomet. The course 

of the comet lay quite near the planet Saturn 
and also the planet Jupiter, both of which 
had retarded it considerably, so that it was 
many months behind schedule. 


Six Months’ Work Gives Formula. 

Working with Clair.ut were two persons, 
one of them a woman, whe undertook the 
stupendous mathematical task of figuring 
out Clairaut’s complex formule. For six 
monthe they labored ceaselessly, and imme- 
diately following Clatraut’s announcement 
they fixed upon the middle of April, 1760, a8/ 
the time when the comet would meke its 
nearest approach to the sun. 

But when giving out this date they stated 
that, being pressed for time, certain small 
values had been ignored in their calculations, | 
and that these omissions might make a dif- 
ference of a month one way oF the other, in 
the actual result. 

On Christmas day, 17568, an amateur astron- 
omer in Germany observed a slight hazy 
patch in the sky, which turned out to be the 
long delayed comet. Needless to say, ite |

BOY SHOT, WALKS FAR 70 AID 


Has Narrow Escape from Wild 
Bullet Fired by His Brother, 


“IT DID NOT HURT MUCH.” 


Ball Passes Through Body, Narrowly 
Missing Heart. 


George Cleary, 12 years old, after being 
shot through his left side yesterday morning 
walked four miles to a street car at the end 
of the Lincoln avenue line, rode to North 
avenue and Clark street, and then walked 
two blocks to get to a physician's office. 
According to Dr. L. D. Rogers, dean of the 
National Medical university, where he was 
treated, the bullet passed. within an inch of 
the boy’s heart. The lad is the son of T, H. 
Cleary, 125 West Division street. 

The accident happened near Bowmanville, 
where a party of boys had gone for a camp- 
ing trip. Florence Cleary, the boy's sister, 
and Ellodia Murphy, her chum, who lives 
at 129 West Division street, were at the 
camp, where they had gone to spend the 
day, and they accompanied George down- 
town. 

Joseph Cleary, 18 years old, brother of 
George, was shooting at a target made faat 
to a tree and did not notice his young brother 
' near by. A bullet from the rifle, missing the 
| tree, struck George, who fell. His terrified 
companions feared he had been killed, but 
he rose at once, deciaring that he did not 
believe he was hurt much. 


Start for Distant Physician. 

The sister and Joseph Cleary insisted on 
taking their brother to a physician. Not 
knowing how narrow an escape the boy had 
had, the party walked to the end of the car 
line. It was several hours later before they 
| arrived at the dispensary and during this 
time George had repeated many times that 
he was only soratched, 

Dr. Rogers, upon making an examination, 
was startied to find that the bullet had en- 
| tered the boy’s side close to theheart. When 
he saw that it had passed clear through and 
come out at the back almost in line with the 
vital organ, the doctor was astonished. 

After the wound was dressed the injured 
boy asked his sister not to tell his father. 
He said he felt none the worse for the bullet 
hole and walked home. In the evening he 
took a ride on a street car for an hour,

SIPS ACID; WOULD HAUNT MAN 


Girl Attempts Suicide After Writ- 
ting Bitter Letters. 


Accuses Sweetheart Said to Be Amuse- 
ment Park Performer. 


After writing letters to her mother, the 
Police, and her sweetheart, Marie Dam- 
breaux, 18 years old, attempted to commit 
suicide in a chop suey restaurant at 2403 


noon by swallowing carbolic acid. The gifl, 
im her letters blamed her sweetheart, Jack 
Patterson, a performer In a debtp sea diving 
exhibition at Riverview park, for all her 
troubles. In one note—that to the police— 
Miss Dambreaux expressed the wish that 
she could haunt the man in vengeance, 

The girl had just entered the restaurant 
with Mrs. Gertrude Kewell, 220 West Chica- 
go avenue, with whom she had spent the aft- 
ernoon in the amusement park, when she 
drew from her pocket a bottle containing the 
poison and swallowed its contents. Mrs, 
Kewell attempted te take the bottle away 
from her, but was unable to do so before she 
had swallowed most of the acid. 

The police of the Sheffield avenue station 
were summoned and Miss Dambreaux was 
removed to the Chicago Union hospital, 
where it was said her condition was serious, 


Girl Expressed Penitence. .

Washington, agents of tne interstate com- 
merce commission have .beén looking ‘into 
the books of several important railroad sye- 
tems.and there is good reason to believe that 
Wholesale prosecutions or corporation jaw- 
breakers will follow.

It is not probable that any announcement 
regarding the scope of the investigation wil! 
be made until Wise and his assistants have 
completed the presentation of tne evidence.

has opened up and that tne entire macninery 
of the government will ve placed at nis ais- 


pees. 

Rail and Ship Men Surprised. , 

Among railroad and steamship officials 
much surprise was expresssed at the story 
in connecti6On with the trend of the govern- 
ment’s investigation. None of these offi- 
cials, some of whom may be called before 
the grand jury, would discuss their connec-’ 
tion with the matter. Of a score or more 
officials interrogated today none would ad- 
mit having received a subpcena. 

The alleged pooling of the steamship lines, 
it is charged, has even wider ramifications. 
Not only are the regular transatlantic lines 
involved in these various charges, but the 
South American steamship companies have 
been brought into an investigation thet is 
being carried on quietly by the government. 
The. tharges affect particularly the coffee 
trade, one of the predominating factors in 
the freight traffic between the United States 
and South America. 

The, investigation of the South American 
steamship lines ia not as weH devel as 
the transatlantic case, which has been going 
on for six months or more, an@ the territory 
and field of influence are by no means so 
broad, but the allegations are of a startling 
character. 

The government's crusade marks a dis- 
tinct advance in the annals of anti-corpora- 
toin litigation. It is probably the first case 
in which the department of justice has in- 
stituted a prosecution for acts in restraint 
of foreign commerce under the Sherman anti- 
trust law of 1890.

Fall Outs Short the Life of Tur- 
lington Walker Harvey Sr. 


NOTED FOR HIS CHARITIES. 


Prominent Also in Manufacturing and 
Financial Affairs. 


Turlington Walker Harvey, one of Chica- 
go's pioneer lumbermen and at one time the 
greatest retail lumber dealer in the world, 
died yesterday in a*hospital in Littleton, N. 
H., as the result of injuries caused by a fall 
six weeks ago while entering a ferry boat in 
Jersey City. Of late years Mr. Harvey had 
lived in Marietta,-O,, but more recently in 
New York City. 

He was 74 years old and was born in Siloam, 
N. ¥. He came to Chicago in 1854, where he 
obtained employment as foreman,in a sash 
factory. In 1859 he engaged in the lumber 
business with P. B. Lamb. He bought out 
his partner ten years later. He purchased 
large tracts of timber lands and built beats, 
cars, andsawmilir. nn 


Builds First Logging Railroad. 

In 1878 Mr. Harvey built in Michigan the 
first logging railroad ever constructed 
transport logs from the camps tothe streams 
and mills. He introduced modern high speed 
machinery in his lumber shops. 

He founded the town of Harvey, Ill., in 
1888. He was president of the Harvey Steel 
Car company and of the Automatic Mower 
and Manufacturing company, a-directér of 
the Metropolitan National bank and the 
American Trust. and. .Savings bank, and 
former president of the Chicago Commercial 
club and the Chicago olub. 

He. was, president of the Y..M. C..A.- from 
1876. to 1879-and was superintendent of We- 
besh Avenue Methodist Episcopal and Second > 
Presbyterian Sunday schools for twenty-six 
years. He was vice president of the Chicago 
Evangelical society, and in the absence of 
~Dwight L, Moody officiated in his stead. 


' Active in Charitable Work. 

He was chairman of the executive commit- 
tee which built the Moody tabernacle in 1876. 
He was & director of the Chicago Relief and 
Aid society from .1806.to 1886, when he be- 
came its president.

Prefers Thief to Bible Critic. 

“I count a man who is a thief more hon- | 
ored than a man who tampers with the bible, 
or anything else, and offers us no substitute. 
He who criticises, cuts, and doubts portions 
of the bible is doing humanity the worst in- 
jury possible. 

“It is a etrange coincidence that men of 

he slums and men of our great universities 
are enemies of the bible. Not all in the 
slums and not all in the universities shoukd 
be condemned on this score, but a great many 
may. We find anarchists ridiculing the 
philosophy .of the bible, while professors say 
it is just a set of myths, But the great mass 
of humanity doesn’t stand with either class. 

“ Why does the man of the slum hate the 
bible? Because it uncovers his sins. Those 
in our seats of learning, for their part, heap 
ridicule on the book because it gives them 
a chance to display their intellectual con- 
ceit. 

“ There cannot be any two ways about this. 
The bible is either the word of God or the 
word of man. It cannot be partly one and 
partly the other. For my part, I choose to 
consider it the word of God. 


Urges Reading of Scripture. ~ 

' “ All hope of humanity centers in the bible. 
We know nothing of God without it, andcan- 
not have it disparaged or undermined. This 
book will live long after its critics and their 
works are dead, 

“ Why don’t some of these professors write 
a bible if they are not satisfied with the one 
we have? Could they create a character like 
Moses, or a piece of literature like the twen- 
ty-third psalm, or as perfect a code of laws 
as the decalogue?

Prince Roland Bonaparte, president of the 
- paris Geographical society, believes France 
jg the logical arbiter. Speaking on this sub. 
et today, the prince said: | 

“Recitals are inconclusive. They con- 
tgin plenty of. literary effect but small de- 
tail, and they lack exact information. Per- 
gonally I think that both Cook and Peary 
ghould be asked to produce their proofs, 
maps, and diaries. Until that ie done the 
geientific world has the right to ‘entertain 
what might be called scientific ddubt. 

“This does n& imply distrust of either 
man, but it is prOper that a demonstration 
should be given. It is humanly possible that 
poth Dr. Cook and Commander Peary 
preached the pole, but why one rather than the 
ether? I think that all decumente should be 
gubmitted to a scientific society, which would 
ame a commission composed of explorers, 
gstronomers, navigators, and polar experts. 

“Every document should be produced in 
@rder that the conclusion may be definite. 
The commission should have the right to 
gummon witnesses and cross examine them. 
Waturally in the selection of a commission 
the United States should be excluded. One 
gannot be both jury and party. ' 


Would Exclude England, Too. 

“In the United States the scientists. ac- 

@ording to their sympathies, are divided inte 

what might be called Cookists and Pearyists. 
Therefore an American verdict would con- 
vince no one. England aiso should be ex- 
eluded, as the two countries are bound by 
ties of blood. Besides, the English cousins 
have displayed some jealougy.”’ 

In ¢onclusion the prince déciared that 
France was the logical country to undertake 
the task. 

“France is on friendly terms with the 
United States,”” he said, “and completely 
disinterested, as none of its expeditions aim 
at the north pole.’’ 

M. Bouquet, vice director of the Paris ob- 
gervatory, warmly supports the suggestion 
ef a scientific tribunal. 

“ Only observations during the voyage, ee 
he says, “are of any vajue. The stories told 
by explorers and the testimony of Eskimos 
ere worth nothing. Observations might be 
falsified, but an assemblage of astronemers 
end navigators would discover flaws which 
Would expose any fraud.”’ 


Letter in Behalf of Cook. 
COPENHAGEN, Sept. 12.—A remarkable

On the Illinois Central, the’principal line 
entering Chicago which has been brougit 
completely under the contro! of,Harriman, 
more than 250 passenger, freight, and sub- 
urban trains and all switching engines 
stopped simultaneously on the ten divisions 
extending from Chicago to the Gulf of Mex- 
leo and to the western. prairies. 

The limited passenger trains were scattered 
over the lines and came to a standstil! near 
Tuscola, -Du Quoin, Cairo, and Galena, in 
Illinois; Grenada and Canton, Miss. ; and Du- 
buque and Waterloo, Ia.

Equality Necessary for Contract.

Joachim valley of golden grain. The young 
fice also is beautiful, of varying shades of 
_ green, according to age. How the men, 
/) Women, children, and buffalo wallow in the 
‘two’ foot deep mud in the early course of 
the rice cultivation! All seem to lke it, es- 
pecially the buffalo. 

On. one side of us we are shut in by a con- 
mected but broken line of mountains, on 
which rests a long, graceful cloud mess, 
dark next the mountains, passing into whiter 
and whiter above, till it ends in great white 
solid fleeces of the whitest white, sharply 
outlined against such a blue sky as could be 
equaled only in Arizona.

Anuradhapura. It is a vast picture book of 
the life of Buda@ha in hard stone! Valuable 
restorations are now taking place. 

Theexact age of Bara Badur, the Temple of 
the Many Buddhas, is not known, but it is 
probably at least 1,100 years old. And it is 
in astonishingly good condition, considering 
that it. has Been plundered by imbecile van- 
Gals and: fanatic Mohammedans, shaken by 
earthquakes, and covered with volcanic ash; 
and allowed in gone by ages to become cov- 
ered with rarik vegetation. And yet today it 
is an imposing structure, of all Buddhist 
temples the greatest, the most artistic, and 


excellently execuged; the Saint Peter's, the 
Karnak of Buddhism. 


Base ag Big as Pyramid. ‘ 
It stands upon a great earth platform 
which conceals the rea! base of the structure. 
It is built of dark gray stone and rises in 
the form of a terraced pyramid, with a base 
which at first sight appears as square. but 
which has. thirty-six sides. Its lower .di- 
mensions are approximately those of the 
Great Pyramid; its height Is about 130 feet. 
The.top is a great dagoba and is reached by 
stone steps which are covered where they 
intersect the inclosed galleries, which occurs 
at eaoh terrace. The walls of these encir- 
cling galleries are sculptured in low relief 
and contain no fewer than 1604 distinct 
scenes or pictures. On the three upper ter- 
races are no fewer than seventy-two smal] 
openwork stone dagobas or cupolas, each con- 
taining a seated Buddha. Then there are 482 
niches in the encircling walls, each contain- 
ing a Buddha. In all, there are more than 
2,500 distinct sculptures. Surely this is the 
“Temple of the Many Buddhas! 
I would have given much to have remained 
here for the entire day and watched: the

‘It is estimated that there are 800,000 
women enrolled in the’ General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, and reports from 
many of these show the practical and 
beneficent work in which they are en- 
gazed. The Woman's elub of Dallas, 
Tex., for instance, has taken on the work 
of municipal sanitation, has made it a 
study in the schools, and protects the 
city against disease by removing garbage 
and 6iling all stagnant pools. 

The San Francisco club has started a 
flower market, an arts and crafts move- 
ment, and an outdoor league. It is also 
working to protect the Calaveras big 
tree grove, to improve the city’s water 
front, and to make recreation piers and 
playgrounds. The Pittsburg club has 
given that city over a dozen playgrounds 
and recreation centers, and the clubs ct 
Detroit and Philadelphia have done sim- 
ilar work for their cities. The Harris- 


burg, Pa., club has secured for that city 1 
street cleaning, a pure water supply, @>. 


healthier sewerage system, and play 
grounds. The club of Carlisle, Pa., has 
removed objectionable billboards and 
public dumps. Several other clubs have 
instituted regular city or town cleaning. 
In addition to all this, the women’s 
clubs have founded more libraries than 
Mr. Carnegie, and are supplying reading 
matter to camps and ranches all over 
the west. 

All this indicates a radical change 
since the time when the woman’a club 
was. mainly engaged in reading Brown- 
ing, discussing Ibsen, and preparing pa- 
pers upon encyclopedic topics. Eyi- 
dently they have discovered more inter- 
esting subjects, and it must be acknowl- 
edged they have been wonderfully suc- 
cessful, They have appropriated human 
conditions, civil service reform, pure 
food, public health, education, civics, arts 
and crafts, and household economies. 

Once they were private associations for 
private entertainment, now they are pub- 
lic institutions for the public good. Wom- 
an has found her sphere, She is not 
downtrodden, but uplifting. She may 
not yote for a long time, but she works, 
She is not coming, she bas arrived, . 


A CHICAGO NEED, 

A large auditorium ig a modern city 
need. ‘The word implies a place where 
a speaker can be heard. It does not 
nfeah a great floor space or a nmoof capa- 
ble of covering thousands of people. It 
means a hall duilt on right lines with 
acoustic properties so satisfactory that 
10,000 eager listeners may easily catch 
the words that fall from the lips of the 
orfitor on a great occasion. The demand 
for tickets to Orchestra hall from those 
who desire to hear President Taft, again 
indicates Chicago’s need: The thousands 
would be glad to be present. There are 
2,500 seats available. The larger build- 
ings sometimes used for great public 
meetings have never filled the bill. Peo- 
ple have received tickets and have. se- 
cured seats only to see. It has been the 
few who have heard distinctly every 
word the orators have said. 

The theory is sometimes advanced that 
the spoken word has lost its power in a 
day of wonderful facilities for the col- 
lection and dissemination of knowledge 
through the printed page. It is not a 
correct one. It is true that the daily 
newspaper has become a sort ef thicro- 
cosm. It faithfully renders the likeness 
of the world. It is delivered at city 
homes before breakfast. Before the sun 
sets it has been carried hundreds of 
miles by swift trains and rural free de- 
livery riders so that the farmer reads it 
in remote country districts. It is true 
that weekly and monthly reviews and 
magazines still further interpret history 
in the making for the benefit of readers 
every where. 

But the orator is in demand for the 
platform all the time. The man who has 
power of expression, who has something 


to gay that is instructive, entertaining,. 


or uplifting, easily finds his audiences. 
Often their size is limited only by the 
carrying power of his voice, as the sum- 
mer Chautauquas have proved again and 
again. The people like to hear. They 
like to see. They like. to combine per- 
sonality ‘with their knowledge of facts 
or their appreciation of fancies. It is a 
misfortune that a city of two millions

It 
is quaintly carved in wood and in lieu of the 
customary glass tube there hangs a short bit 
of rope. Inscribed on the wood is the follow- 
ing explanation; 

“Fine weather when the cord is dry. 
Rainy weather when the cordis damp, Un- 
settled weather when the cord is partly damp 
and partly dry, and moving about of its own 
accord. For further information inquire of 
the tree, frog.”

Although the dynasties of Savoy and of 
Bourbon have furnished a number of saints 
to the Roman Catholic church, and even 
England is able to number some of them 
among ite ancient kings, the imperial house 
of Hapsburg until now has been without any 
euch distinction, Thie neglect is in a fair 
way to be repaired, and the necessary and 
tedious procedure for the canonization of 
the Archduchess Magdalene of Hapsburg 
is now in progress at Rome and being fol- 
lowed ‘with muoh interest by all the mem- 
bers of the imperial family. 

The archduchegs lived and flourished some 
800 years ago, was renowned for her bound- 
legs ont: for her good works, and for her 
piety. act, both during her Mfetime and 


ever since her death she hae been revered. 


throughout the Tyrol as a saint, and her 
beautiful tomb in the Al] Saints church of 
the ancient town of Hall, at the foot of Salz- 
burg, ever since hag been the bourne of 
pligrimages on the- part of the. peasantry 
of the district. The archduchess spent all 
the closing years of her life as a Sister of 
Mercy, having taken the vows of a nun. 

The emperor on his way to Innsbruck the 
other day for the celebration of the cente- 
nary of the Tyrol’e war of liberation from 
the French invaders stopped off at Hall to 
visit the tomb of this archduchess, who is 
now on the eve of beatification, and found 
resting on her tomb the remains of a wreath 
of edelweiss, which the empress had placed 
there before her death. 

Hall was also the residence of Archduke 
Ferdinand, count of the Tyrol, whose ro- 
mantic marriage to Philitppina Welser has 
furnished the inspiration to numerous poets 
and novelists. Philippina was the daughter 
af Franz Welser, a wealthy merchant of 
Augsburg. The archduke first saw her at 
the diet held at Augsburg in 1547, and in the 
following year made her hie wife. 

The marriage was regarded as a terrible 
mesalliance by his father, Emperor Ferdi- 
nand, and it was not until twelve years later 
that Philippina succeeded in getting access 
to him, when, on her knees, she so moved 
him by her tears and beauty that he ac- 
knowledged her as his daughter and elevated 
the two sons she had borne to the archduke 
to the rank of margrave. During the early 
years of her marriage Philippina found the 
utmost affection and the kindest support 
from her husband's sister, Archduchess 
Magdalene, and the twa women were united 
throughout their respective lives by bonds 
of Warm friendship.

Count Holstein, the new Danish prime min- 
ister, who has been taking so active a part 
in the entertainment of Dr, Frederick A, 
Cook at Copenhagen, is a convert to the 
Roman CatholNc church, and the first of that 
faith to hold office at the head of the gov- 
ernment since the days of the reformation. 
He belongs to the Ledreborg branch of the 
Holstein family, and inasmuch as it has 
been widely published ‘that in becoming 
premier he has returned to political ifeafter 
an absence of twenty years, it is only fair to 
him to mention that he is only distantly re- 
lated to that Count Louis Holstein of the 
Holeteinborg line who was formerly prime 
minister and afterwards grand master of the 
court of Copenhagen. 

My reason for mentioning this !s that the 
latter became involved in the closing years 
of his career in a scandal] with which the 
new premier, who is considerably over 70, had 
no concern whatsoever. Count Louis Hol- 
stein became infatuated, while grand master 
of the court, with a variety actress, and his 
wife divorced him, while old King Christian 
felt compelled to make a request for his 
resignation and for his absence from court. 

Nothing daunted, the old count married 
the actress, went on a wedding trip, and then 
returned to Copenhagen. One of the first 
times they drove out together after taking 
up their residence in the capital they -met 
both King Christian and Queen Louise, who, 
on seeing them, pointedly turned their heads 
away in token that they did not wish to 
recognize the old nobleman who had been in 
their service for near half a century and 
who was likewise their kinsman,

Tt Is difficult to conceive how the count 


could have expected any other attitude on: 


the part of King Christian and Queen Louise, 
and yet it had the effect of such a shock upon 
his system that he suddenly, as the royal 
carriage drove by, fell prostrate, overtaken 
by a stroke of apoplexy and paralysis which 
robbed him not only of his reason but like- 
wise of the use of his limbs. 

He lingered for some years afterwards, 
but long before his death his young wife 
eloped with his doctor, leaving him without 
care until his children by his first wife took 
pity upon him when they found that she had 
induced him to deed over to her before being 
stricken every véstige of his property that 
was hot entalled. 

After the death of the count the woman 
married the doctor, and they settled down in 
some German city. But the countess seon 
got tired of the humdrum Iife there, deserted 
her second husband; and finally drifted 
back to Copenhagen, where eventually she 
was taken by the police to the asylum for 
the insane as a pauper, deprived of her rea- 
son by drink. It isa curious coincidence that 
she died only a few weeks ego there, in the 
same week that the present Holstein edmin- 
istration came into office. i

Bank Iseue Question, 
{New York Times.] 

The crux of the {bank issue] quéstion, 6f 
course, liege in a sure and automatic provision 
that the issue shall increase and diminish 
only with the changes in legitimate demand. 
There is good reason in theory, sustained by 
extensive experience, that such e provision 
can be found in the regulation of the use of 
notes other than their own by the banks of 
issue. Under the Suffolk bank system in 
Massachusetts, which stood the test of severe 
disturbances, no bank’ was allowed to pass 
over its co other bills than ite own. The 
result wae guch notea, deposited with 
any bank, were promptly sent for clearing 
a redemption te the central agency for 

at 


Under these conditions banknotes were 
passed from hand to hand in the performance 
of the work of daily exchange, and remained 
in circulation just as long as they were 
needed for puch service and no longer. Such 
a thing ae idie banknotes Was impracticable. 
When they ceased actually to circulate there 
was nothing for them but redemption, and 
redemption wag a continuous, daily process. 

There waa no dangerdn allowing the banks 
all the profit they could make, for their profit 
came solely from iasues in actual legitimate 
use, and ceased with that use. It ought to 
be possible to work out the application of 
this principle to our national bank system, 
Necessarily it should be done carefully, but 
we are convinced that there fis no better 
regulation of bank issues than one shat de- 
pends upon profit a and decreasing 
with actual and sound use

Yoke and Collar Help. 


When fitting a yoke and collar it is best, un- 
léss positively certain that the fit is correct, 
not to baste the collar in position. Put the 
dress on and fit the shoulders if need be. 
When these are stitched, baste the collar over 
& seam's width top and bottom. Put the 
frock on and when all is properly buttoned 
and hooked, place the collar around the neck, 
and when perfectly smooth pin it to position 
on the yoke. 

In this way the exact location of the collar 
will be ascertained, and its lower edge will 
now be slip-stitched to the roke. The rw 
edge or neck is next turned over ina tiny hem 
to cover the edge of the collar. This formsa 
perfectly neat and fiat finish for the neck, 
with almost no seam showing against the un- 
lined collar. The top of the collar is folded 
over in a small hem and finish with a lace 
edging or a ruching.

| MARSEILLES, Sept.'12.—The duke of the 
Abruzal was given an impreesive reception on 
his arrival here this morning aboard the 

eamer An immense crowd had 
Gathered at.the wharf to greet the distin- 
guished lorer, about whom clings the pop- 
ular idea ‘that his trip to the Himalyas was 
the direct result of the breaking of his ro- 
mance with Miss Katherine Elkins. 

It ts reported tonight that the duke, after 
going to Italy, will proceed to Switzerland, 
Where he.witll meet Miss Elkins. 

A strong detective éervice was ‘organized 
for his reception, as four pounds of dyna- 
mite were found yesterday in the house of 
an Italian anarchist in a suburb of Marseilles. 

The Italianj/consul general: count di Sa- 
voila, and the members of the Marseilles Geo- 
graphical society and representatives of the 
municipal authorities went aboard the 
steamer to present greetings to the duke, 
who, first received count di Savoia alone. 


| From him he obtained a large package of 


1 mail and he.retired to read the letters. When 
he reappeared his face was radiant and he 
spoke to the deputation of visitors with a 
display of raré good spirits. 


Delighted with. His Trip. q 

The duke said that he wae delighted with 
his trip, and added: 

“I am sorry that I was not able to com- 
plete all that I had planned, but the results 
nevertheless were satisfactory. I hold the 
record for the highest ascension in the Hima- 
layas, the previous record being held by a 
Norwegian who crossed Mount Kabru at a 
height of 28,900 feet. 

“My expedition reached the top of Bright 
Pic, in the Godwin-Austen range, at a height 
of 24,890 feet. I bring back reports which I 
believe will prove interesting in my forth- 
coming book.”’ < 

The duke said that he had also brought 
with him a ecientific collection and a large 
humber of photographs. Dr. Philippi, who 
had accompanied him to the Himalayas, re- 
mained behind to complete his botanical 
studies. ; 

The duke later received the correspondents 
who immediately asked him about the re- 
ported discovery of the pole by Dr. Cook and 
Commander Peary. e replied: “I am 
without precise information regarding this 
double polar expedition and I therefore can 
give no dpinion.”

MERGENTHEIM, Wiirtemberg, Sept: 12. 


“Ihe annual maneuversof thé linperfal army 
Commence here tomorrow. One hundred and 
twengy thousand men and 29,000 horses will 
be engaged undér the immediate supervision 
of Emperor William. ~ 

This is the largest number that ever has 
taken part in the maneuvers, owing to the 
inclusion of the Bavarian army, which has 
not appeared on the fleld ina similar capacity 
for twelve years. 

The emperor's guests include Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, the kings of Wtirtemberg 
and Saxony, the grand duke of Baden, Schef- 
ket Pasha, Winston Spencer Churchill, ané 
Sir Bruce Hamilton. 

An important feature will be the employ- 
ment of the military dirigible balloon Gross 
II., which will be the first thorough trial of 
an airship for warlike purposes. The Gross 
II. has been fitted with wireless telegraphy. 

The troops are divided into the ‘‘ red army,”’ 
under command of. Prince Leopold of Bava- 
ria, and the “ blue army,” under Gen. Von 
Bock and Polach. The opposing parties are 
supposed at peace, war not being declared 
for some hours, the decision resting with the 
emperor.
